24  MHZ  I§  OURS!  Raymond  A.  Kowalski, 
Chief  of  the  FCC's  Special  Services 
Division  of  the  Private  Radio  Bureau, 
made  it  official  at  Hamventon  '85. 
According  to  Kowalski,  on  April  24,  the 
FCC  adopted  a  Report  and  Order 
transferring  24  MHz  to  the  Amateur 
Radio  Service  effective  0001  UTC  on 
June  22,  1985. 

This  will  make  the  band  available  one 
day  before  Field  Day,  and  it  is  unknown 
at  press  time  how,  or  if  contacts  for 
the  new  band  will  be  counted  for  the 
event.  The  FCC  has  set  no  special 
power  limits  for  12  meters;  1500  watts 
PEP  is  the  maximum  allowable  power 
output . 

In  addition,  10  MHz  (30  meters)  is  now 
officially  an  Amateur  band,  eliminating 
the  need  for  the  temporary  authority- 
granted  by  the  Commission  some  time 
ago.  Hams  operating  on  30  meters  will 
be  restricted  to  a  power  limit  of  200 
watts  PEP  output,  in  order  to  protect 
existing  fixed  services  which  plan  to 
continue  operating  through  1989.

Full  power  C 1500  Watts  P.E.P.  output) 
will  be  permitted  on  the  24  MHz  band, 
to  24.990  MHz.  The  subband 
24.S90  to  24.930  MHz  is  limited  to  CW 
and  RTTY  only.  In  the  subband  from 
24.930  to  24.990  MHz,  CW,  phone,  FAX, 
and  SSTV  will  be  permitted.  On  the  10 
MHz  band,  (10.1  to  10.15  MHz),  power 
continues  to  be  limited  to  200  Watts 
P.E.P.  output,  and  CW  and  RTTY  are  the 
only  modes  allowed. 


GOVERNOR'S  CONFERENCE  RACES  DEMO 
SUCCESSFUL: 


From  Russ  Fleming,  KB9NYG/WC9AAS ,  State 
RACES  Officer 


(Editor's  Note:  The  annual  Governor's 
Conference  on  Disaster  Preparedness  was 
held  on  April  23  and  24  at  the  Con¬ 
course  Hotel  in  Madison.  Russ  Fleming 
attended,  and  sends  this  report.) 

On  Sunday,  April  21,  with  the.  help  of 
Dick  Huqi  ,  KC9CJ ,  of  Milwaukee,  I  again 
installed  the  2-meter  and  75-meter 
antennas  on  the  roof  of  the  Concourse 
Hotel.  This  involved  running  two  R88U 
coaxial  cables  down  the  stairwell  from 
the  14th  floor  penthouse  to  the  second 
floor  display  area. 

Early  Tuesday  morning,  Dick  brought  his 
Kenwood  430  transceiver,  together  with 
his  Heathkit  antenna  tuner,  for  opera¬ 
tion  on  75  meters.  John  La  Blonde, 
W9FZC,  furnished  his  Kenwood  7800A  for 
2-meter  operation  into  my  5/8  wave 
antenna. 


Last  year,  we  experienced  a  problem 
(with  F:F)  feeding  into  the  amplifier 
system.  Jim  Peterson,  KA9KUA,  brought 
a  low-pass  filter,  and  we  also  grounded 
all  equipment.  This  solved  the  prob¬ 
lem.  Jim  also  brought  his  Kenwood  520 
as  a  spare  transceiver. 

We  started  the  demonstration  at  8:00 
a.m.  on  3985  KHz  lower  sideband,  along 
with  2-meter  (FM)  operation  .utilizing 
all  repeaters  we  could  activate  state¬ 
wide. 

Our  logs  reflect  221  checkins  on  two 
meters,  and  131  Amateurs  checked  in  on 
75  meters.  This  reflects  a  36%  in¬ 
crease  over  1984,  when  the  (contact) 
count  was  137  on  two  meters  and  122  on 
75  meters  respectively. 


Governor  Earl  stopped  by  the  table 
after  his  speech  to  apologize  for  his 
tight  schedule,  and  could  not  spend  the 
time  to  make  any  contacts.  He  had  to 
get  back  to  the  Legislature  immedi¬ 
ately. 

We  had  alerted  the  Amateur  community, 
and  several  hundred  Amateurs  and  their 
families  and  friends  were  monitoring 
the  frequencies  to  hear  the  Governor, 
as  they  did  in  previous  years.  Pos¬ 
sibly  next  year  his  schedule  will  per¬ 
mit  him  to  again  thank  these  volunteers 
who  look  forward  to  possibly  talking 
with  him,  and  receiving  a  confirmation 
SSL  card  from  him. 

There  was  some  severe  weather  during 
the  day,  and  we  handled  several  mes¬ 
sages  from  and  to  the  various  counties 
for  the.  people  in  attendance. 

We  attempted  to  have  checkins  from  all 
72  counties,  but  we  were  unable  to  make 
a  contact  in  the  following  ten  coun¬ 
ties:  Clark,  Florence,  Forest,  Grant, 
Iron,  LaFayette,  Langlade,  Oconto, 
Pierce,  and  Polk.  In  1984,  we  had 
contacts  in  all  but  six  counties. 

Our  computerized  list  of  registered 
RACES  operators  has  been  updated  and 
alphabetized  by  county.

Greetings,  all. 


Another  way  is  that  net  control  can 
direct  another  station  so  situated  to 
make  net  calls  from  time  to  time. 

Others  on  the  net  should  be  alert 
to  pick  up  stations  apparently  not 
being  heard  by  net  control,  and  pass 
along  the  word  that  somebody  is  out 
there.  Often,  such  a  station  will  be 
off  frequency,  too,  being  unable  to 
hear  net  control  and  therefore  unable 
to  tune  to  the  frequency  actually  being 
used. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
congratulate  Richard  Regent,  K9GDF,  our 
Section  Manager,  for  the  fine  article 
on  message  counting  that  he  had  in  the 
March  edition  of  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Great  job,  Rich?  Tho  cubject 
Of  message  rounting  is  one  of  the  least 
understood  things  about  traffic 
handling,  and  Rich  did  a  splendid  job 
of  clearing  the  air  on  that  subject. 


As  you  all  realize,  the  current 
state  of  the  11-year  sunspot  cycle  has 
been  plaguing  us  with  somewhat  poor 
propagation  at  times  on  our  HF  bands. 

Traffic  net  operations  have  not 
escaped  this  problem,  either.  Long 
skip,  fadeouts,  and  dead  bands  seem  to 
be  the  order  of  the  day  lately.  Cycle 
21  still  has  two  years  to  run.  While 
the  resulting  band  openings  on  80 
meters  do  help  Amateurs  seeking  five- 
band  DX  awards,  conditions  make  life 
miserable  for  traffic  handlers  on  nets. 

On  a  net,  it's  especially  the  net 
control  station  that  must  take  condi¬ 
tions  into  account,  because  other  sta¬ 
tions  are  supposed  to  do  what  they  are 
told.  When  told  to  do  the  impossible, 
the  result  will  be  a  delay  at  best, 
and,  sometimes,  if  conditions  deter¬ 
iorate,  the  lost  time  will  allow  the 
net  to  fall  apart  as  contacts  become 
spotty  or  fail  completely. 

The  net  control  operator  should 
keep  constantly  aware  of  who  can  hear 
whom.  No  use  sending  two  people  off 
frequency  to  pass  traffic  if  neither 
can  hear  the  other.  Send  along  some¬ 
body  to  relay,  or  else  send  them  to 
another  band  -  the  next  lower  one,  if 
skip  is  a  problem. 

Often,  the  problem  is  that  you 
can't  hear  net  control.  When  condi¬ 
tions  are  like  that,  often  an  assistant 
net  control  station  can  help  much. 

The  regular  net  control  selects  a 
station  with  a  good  signal,  and  far 
enough  away  that  either  one  or  the 
other  will  be  able  to  hear  anyone  with¬ 
in  the  coverage  area  of  the  net.  Some¬ 
times,  it  may  be  necessary  to  appoint 
two,  but,  usually,  one  is  enough. 


I  would  like  to  call  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  article  on  page  77  of  the 
April  '85  issue  of  BST.  It  is  about 
the  declining  numbers  of  Amateurs  in¬ 
volved  in  traffic  handling.  This  is  a 
very  serious  matter,  and  one  we  cannot 
take  lightly.  Please  promote  traffic 
handling  in  your  area  -  particularly  to 
the  newcomers  in  Amateur  Radio.  We 
need  them  badly. 

Regarding  net  statistics,  as  of 
the  end  of  April,  there  have  been  1,050 
net  sessions,  with  18,312  checkins  and 
8,999  pieces  of  traffic  handled.  These 
are  impressive  numbers,  but  let's  keep 
trying  to  increase  them.  Contact  your 
co-workers,  neighbors,  friends  and  rel¬ 
atives,  and  encourage  them  to  use  the 
free  message  service  available  to  them 
through  Amateur  traffic  nets. 

I  know  you've  heard  this  before, 
but  I  am  now  at  the  finishing  stages  of 
the  Traffic  Training  Assistant  program 
development.  There  have  been  numerous 
things  drawing  me  away  from  this  pro¬ 
ject,  which  I  had  hoped  to  have  fin¬ 
ished  several  months  ago.  At  any  rate, 
the  end  is  near,  and,  when  it  is  ready 
to  implement,  I  will  be  notifying  all 
those  who  expressed  an  interest  in 
becoming  Traffic  Training  Assistants  to 
help  promote  traffic  handling  in  their 
areas. 

That's  it  for  this  time.  Have  a 
good  and  safe  summer,  and  see  you  on 
the  nets.

At  its.  Hay  IS  meeting,  the  ARRL  Execu¬ 
tive  committee  approved  a  plan  tor 
enchanced  privileges  for  Novice  class 
Amateur  Radio  Operators.  The  plan  was 
developed  by  the  Hq.  staff  in  response 
to  discussions  held  at  the  March  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  meeting.  The  proposal 
includes  data  and  voice  privileges  on  a 
portion  of  the  10  meter  band,  all  data 
and  voice  privileges  on  220  MHz,  and 
voice  and  data  privileges  on  a  portion 
ot  the  1.2  GHz  band.  ' 

The  Executive  Committee  believes  it  ’s 
important  for  ARRL  to  be  in  the  van¬ 
guard  of  efforts  to  modernize  the 
Novice  license.  On  a  matter  as  impor¬ 
tant  as  this  it  is  essential  that  the 
action  be  by  the  Board  of  Directors  ot 
the  ARRL,  and  not  just  by  the  Executive1 
Committee.  Accordingly,  Board  endorse¬ 
ment  of  the  proposal  has  been  solicited 
by  mail  ballot. 

The  Executive  Committee  endorsed  the 
following  package: 

1.  Development  of  a  plan  to  replace  the 
existing  worldwide  network  of  28-HHz 
beacons  between  28.2  and  28.3  with  a 
single-frequency  time-sharing  network 
similar  to  the  one  that  is  being  op¬ 
erated  successfully  on  14.1  MHz  by  the 
Northern  California  DX  Foundation. 

2.  Expansion  of  the  existing  28~HHz 
Novice  bands  as  follows: 

A.  28.1-28.3  MHz:  type  A1A,  J2A , 

FIB,  and  J2B  emissions  (CW  and 

data  1200,  baud  maximum). 

B.  ....  28 .3-28.5  MHz;  type  A 1 A ,  J2A, 

and  J3E  emissions  (CQ  and  SSB). 

3.  220-225  MHz,  all  voice  and  data 

modes  (includi ng ’ CW> ,  25  watts  output, 

no  repeater  operation  by  Novices  (i.e., 
a  Novice  can  operate  through  a  re¬ 
peater,  but  cannot  sponsor  one). 

4.  Privileges  similar  to  those  re¬ 

quested  for  200  MHz,  but  for  a  portion 
of  the  1240-MHz  band  consistent  with 
the  newly  adopted  band  plan:  e.  g . 

1248-1260  MHz.  The  power  limit  would 
be  5  watts  output,  to  avoid  concerns 
related  to  RF  energy  exposure  by  inex¬ 
perienced  persons.
